They 
lira joyfully, die in honor, nud go to their 
grave* lamented. 


A mau who has lony owned a fina horne,

that death ends his career. 
If the children 


hava been fond of him, aud he h&8 become 
at wciated with the whole family, he rise* 
oat of the brute creation and is clothed by 
th« heart and imagination with human at- 
tribuUK.

But so do shrikes, 


blue jaya, robins, catbirds, etc.

scurry tricks upon each othor'H nests. 
They 


break and eat eggs, and at times they prey 
upon each others young. 


'ilie bird life is very narrow. 
Th« iiiKtiuctK 


which move it are few ; only rudiments of 
intelligence appear, nud but a very low du- 
grea of affection, while moral feeling, of 
course, is wanting. 


Of COUMO. there limy be birds of panidiss, 


bat we suspect the diKtance is too great for 
earth-bom birds to fly, and that they mu«t 
needs bo natiTC-born to the spirit laud. 
If 


any earthly birds are to be counted worthy 
of translation; we should bo glad to put in 
our plea for tho */wr/Wf,*--uot for tho Eng- 
tish sparrow, which, wo grieve to say, 
is a 


noisy and quarrelsome fellow, but for the 
Quaker-likc chipping bird, tho field sparrow, 
and, above all, for the sweetest of all uorth- 
era songbirds, the song sparrow. 


Tlia nun-liko woodrobiu, perhnpH, should 


aim bo chosen, together with the canary 
bird, that most lady-like bird, the goldfinch 
oryellowbird, and the worbliug bluebird, of 
gentle manncn;. 


It is ver}" amiable to wish to carry 
for- 


wardw th us wha'ovcr hns escilcd ndmira- 
lion on earth. 
But we suspect that it is 


like children's wishes, to carry their dolls 
and toys with them into man and woman- 
hood. 
Tho longings of youth are often tho 


contempt of old age. — [jV. Y. Ledger.
